This question is one, we imagine, which is 
not likely to be aettled for some time. France 
certainly bad a definite policy with regard to 
Annam bofora the war with China.

country of Christians as effrotually as did the 
Japanese Shogun Ivgmirsg after the reduce 
tion of Shimabara Castle and the masgacra of 
87,000 Christions in 1637. fut while the 
Annamnite mandarins are doubtless chuck 
ling over the success of their efforta to 
secure the extirpation of Christianity, 
the Fronch Authoritiea cannot afford ta 
look idly on, It wis to protect the 
Christians and ‘ensure freedom from mo.

The models 
are executed with the care and minuteness for 
which tho Jupunese are. famous, while the 
mechanical expedients shown aro imgeuious in 
tho oxtromo, and prove that Japan is making 
rapid strides in technical education.” 


Tho Schems states that the intontion of the 
Czar to take the title of “Kmparor of the 
States of Central Asia” (Kossar Mndun Assia 
El. Wast) is viewod very differently by the rulers 
and the populations. At the Courts of Kbiru 
and Bokhara it is arousing great alarm. Muzzn- 
fer Eddin, tho riler of the latter khanate, claims 
to, ba a descondunt of the grost 'lamorline, and 
43 possessor of the holy city of Samarcand le 
enjoys ua dignified pre-eminencs among the 
central Asiatic princes. He keeps in his palace 
tho voronstion insignia of Tamorlune, “ the 
Lord of tha “World” and “tho King of all 
Kings,” and he is convinced that the Christian 
potentate who is about to assume Tamerlane’a 
titles will demand these ancient insignia for his 
Asiatic coronation. “The Muhomedan popula- 
tion of Central Asia, on the contrary, rejoice ut 
the intention of the Czar,” says the Scheu “ for 
they hope that he will havo both the will and 
the power to reclaim from {he Chinese all thove 
lands which fortierly belonged to the ampira of 
Tamerlane, and which to this day ave all but ox- 
clusively inhabited by true believers.” 


In his report on Sumatra for last year Mr. 
Consul Kennedy says:—'Mhe Chinoso have 
bronght over with them from the Straits Settle 
mont to Sumatra their banefal systom, of sacret 
societies, and during tlie last two years thi p 
ters have been greatly inconvenienoed the 
Indeod, the Dutch Government has been fore 
to adopt strong measures, such as the deporting. 
of Henmon and the quelling of riots by military 
force. These secrat sociaties ara two in number, 
the Ghi Hin and the Ho Sing; they havo caused 
froquent strikes, and notwithstanding the ieu- 
suros above alluded to, they cam hardly yet be 
sonsidored as subdued, They know no law, and
